VSF State League chairman, Vito Cilauro, was ex- 


pected to call an extraordinary meeting of all State 


League clubs as we went to Press. It was expected that | 
the Metropolitan League board of management, under | 


the chairmanship of John Hodgson, would do likewise. 

These meetings will discuss the breakdown in negotia- 
tions between the States and the NSL over NSL voting 
rights within the Victorian and NSW federations and the 
impasse in discussions over the composition of the new 
leagues of management to administer the affairs of the 
proposed two new leagues. 

VSF and NSL representatives held an informal meeting at 


Soccer House in Melbourne last Friday but were unable to reach 
agreement. The VSF was represented by Cilauro, Hodgson, 


George Wallace and John Dimtsis. The NSL was represented by 


Sam Papasavas, Tony Kovac and John Branov. 


“We haven't agreed on anything,’’ Cilauro declared after the 


meeting 

“The NSL is restructuring its league set-up because of seven 
and a half years of stagnation. They (the NSL) say that they are 
coming to the States to help us. I told Sam Papasavas that it is we 


who are helping them. By taking away the best four clubs in the | 


VSF, the NSL surely isn’t doing us any favors. 


“I told Sam Papasavas that he must be dreaming when he men- | 


tioned his idea of what the breakdown should be for voting rights 


in the VSF. At present the State League has 56 votes, as has the } 
Metropolitan League, ‘‘Sam suggested that the eight Melbourne- } 
based NSL clubs should have the existing powers of the State Lea- | 


gue, with the State League and Metro League combined having 
less votes That's simply not on. 


“‘A second solution put forward by the NSL. people was that the | 
eight NSL ctubs should have 40 votes, the State League 28 votes | 


and the Metropolitan League 56 votes. The risk there is that the 


NSL and State League may combine to overpower the Met- | 


ropolitan League by 68 votes to 56. 


“What we propose is that the NSL and State League combined | 
have 56 votes, with the Metropolitan League having 56 votes. That | 


way we would maintain the balance we presently enjoy.”’ 
The NSW Federation successfully applied to the ASF to switch 


a proposed ASF executive meeting from August 27 to September 3 | 


to allow it time to hold a general meeting of its clubs at which the 


NSW federation hopes to gain unqualified support for its ‘‘super } 


league’’ proposal. 

That general meeting will take place on Wednesday, August 31 
and will be asked to vote on a federation proposal. 20-team NSW 
Super League, consisting of the present 13 State League clubs, 
plus Sydney City Hakoah, St George Budapest, Marconi, APIA, 
Sydney Olympic and perhaps Canberra and Newcastle. 

“We hope to get the go-ahead from our clubs for our Super 
League plan. We can’t allow the NSL to grab control and destroy 
our federation. That’s their plan, you know, I just hope that Vic- 
toria wakes up to that in time,”’ said Rodny. 

At present the States enjoy an agreement in principle with the 
NSL which would see a 24-team national competition next year 
consisting of 12 clubs in an Australian Conference and 12 in a 
National Conference. 


Now the power brokers from both NSL and State federation | 


factions are negotiating over control of these proposed new 
leagues and Rodny believes that the NSL wants a virtual takeover 
of State federations. 

The NSL threat to break-away from the ASF was instrumental 


in the so-called consensus reached at last month’s ASF executive | 
meeting to discuss the NSL proposals for restructuring its com- | 


petition. 
The NSL says that it will go ahead with its 24-team, two-league 
plan with or without State federation support. It simply will call 


for applicants to join the new-look NSL and admit them until the | 


24-team target is reached. The states can go to hell. 
Or to F.1.F.A. 
The States, if rankled enough, could pass a resolution forcing 


the ASF to propose that F.I.F.A. outlaw the NSL. As a con- [| 
sequence, all NSL players would be banned from playing for any 


club outside the league, for their State and country. For life. 


Players who then stayed with NSL clubs would have their 


careers severely curtailed. Few are likely to put up with that. 
“We will protect our interests. The question of control of the 

proposed new NSL leagues still is up in the air. It has become, if 

you like, a power struggle. Not so much for me, because I simply 


see it as a problem which rational men can solve. Nevertheless, if | 
the NSL can’t assure us that our interests have ful] protection | 


then the problem never will be solved,”’ said Cilauro.

Some light jogging and _ halif- 
hearted gymnastics will not pre- 
pare the body properly for the 
sudden sprints. turns, stops and 
other movements required. 


These need specialsed ex- 
ercises to bring the body to full 
functional preparedness 

Muscles that are warm allow 
the blood to run through them 
more easily. and are less likely to

There are two methods for gen- 
eral warming up — the athletic 
(running) and the gymnastic

A return to the “‘Iocal derbies” has 
been pronounced as the latest quick-fix 
to get soccer’s wagon back on the rails. 


My, oh, my — how we forget... How we 
forget, for instance, that boredom with these 
so-called ‘local: derbies” was one of the 
reasons for triggering off the birth of the NSL 


(nee PSL). 


The philosophy in 1977 was that a championship with. “in- 
terstate character would produce the crowds. And it did — for 
awhile 


The argument now runs that when two local teams 
meet. the supporters of both will attend the match. But do 
they always? 5 


We have made a brief study of the matter, taking the 
last pre-NSL season as a guide. 


~ We reproduce here the 1976 and 1983 crowd figures for 
“local derbies"’ — with one big proviso: the announced 
crowds were then just as unreliable as they are now. The 
question that may arise is — when did the clubs fib better, 
then or now?

Some interesting conclusions can be reached from 
these figures 


The attendances at tocal derbies in Sydney NSL 
matches went up by an average of 874 a game since 1976 


If you remove ALL APIA figures, the average increase 
jumps to 14434 match! 


So the 1976 State League was not all that it’s cracked up 
to have been... 


Clearly, APIA’s crowd-collapse and Olympic’s spec- 
tacular surge forward are the keys to this whole exercise. 


With the exception of their match at Marconi — and 
most of the crowd was local-based, no doubt — APIA's 
local derby figures are down sharply on its 1976, pre-NSL 
levels 


The forced change of name from APIA to Leichhardt, 
the terrible ground conditions and the team’s fall from

pre-eminence in the competition all have played their 
part in this decline. 


Olympic. on the ather hand, appears to have increased 
its crowds sharply — at times doubling them. With the 
sole exception of its away match at APIA. 


Mirconi'’s focal derby crowds, were all higher in 1983 
than in 1976 — and the same applies to Sydney City 
Hakoah and St. George Budapest. again the exception 
being their APIA clashes. 


It could be the subject of another, fascinating study to 
find the reasons for the renewed interest of Greek fans 
und the disenchantment of the city-Italians — but the 
facts speak loudly enough. 


There simpty is no denying that professional or even 
semi-professional soccer would be impossible without the 
Greek fans — not just because they love the game but 
because they are so numerous. 


What about the drawing power of Croatia Sydney, so 
often quoted as another savior of our soccer? 


faking its match figures of 1976 against Sydney's 
current NSL teams, Croatia drew an average of 2367 at 
home and 2632 away in its 10 matches. So there goes an- 
other myth 


in cuse you doubt it, these are the breakdowns:

All this doesn’t necessarily prove that the proposal to 
split the NSL into groups, increase matches with pure 
local flavor and cut down on travel costs is not a progres- 
sive and probably worthwhile move 


But, I'm afraid, this partitioning on its own won't be 
enough (o perform miracles 


The disillusioned Italian, Hungarian, Jewish and 
Croatian fans must be lured back — not with tricks and 
gimmicks but with attractive, skilful soccer competently 
refereed and staged in decent surroundings. 


And that’s much harder to achieve than changing the 
format of the NSL.

While West Adelaide Hellas wallows in 
the bottom half of the NSL, itis, [suppose, 
an opportune time to reflect on that golden 
season of 1978. 

It was a fear which began Quite unspec- 
tacularly — one point from the first thre 
games including a 1-4 thrashing at home 
by St George Budapest. 

Trouble was brewing within the club 
and after just two months John Margaritis 
decided West Adelaide had little potential 
and announced he would return to Mel- 
bourne to take charge of Heidelberg Alex- 
ander. 

Margaritis stayed on until the ninth- 
round game against Marconi in Sydney. 

Maybe hé was right. West Adelaide was 
positively lame, losing 0-2 and hardly 
causing Marconi to raise a gallop 

Meanwhile, just across town, Heidel- 
berg, in its last outing before the Marga- 
ritis take-over, was thrashing Olympic 1. 

After the game I had an animated chat 
with West captain Neil McGachey. I was 
off to the US the next day for six weeks 
and McGachey had the effrontery to sug- 
gest West would not lose a game during 
my absence. 

*“We’ll win our next six games,” I recall 
him telling me. 

He was of course wrong. They won eight 
in a row — a club record which still 
stands. 

When Brisbane Lions ended that run in 
Brisbane on July 2, West had risen from 
eleventh spot to second, just two points 
behind Marconi. 


Marconi down 


Rasic’s Marconi, which was massacred 
4-8 by Adelaide City on the same day final- 
ly would relinquish top spot two weeks 
tater. 

West Adelaide would replace Marconi 
and stay there until 4.15 pm on August 27. 

But they had some close calls in those 
last eight weeks. 

A week after the Brisbane loss, Heidel- 
berg came to town and Jim Campbell set 
Wests back on their heels with a brilliant 
opening goal. 

But Graham Honeyman scored two 
memorable second half goals to spearhead 
a fantastic 3-2 win. 

The following week, Footscray JUST 
fed a 2-0 after 58 minutes but West, playing 
one man short after Graham Norris’ ex- 
pulsion, fought back to force a 2-2 draw. 

Three weeks later, Bertie Mariani shot 
Marconi to a 14 lead after five minutes, 
but Norris and then David Pillans scored 
the goals which gave West a famous win in! 
front of a 12,008 crowd. 

But of course, nothing could compare 
with the drama of that final day. 

West Adelaide shaped up against Adel- 
aide City needing only a draw. Sydney City 
would take the title on goal difference only 
if it beat Olympic and West lost to it’s 
local rivals. 

Adelaide City, which had lost 0-5 to 
South Melbourne Hellas the week before, 
was not supposed to have a chance. 

But anyone who knew of the rivalry 
which existed between these two great 
clubs would have dismissed such talk. 

This, then, is the anatomy of a 
championship: 

In the small, austere dressing rooms, 
Neil McGachey threw a stick of chewing 
gum to Martyn Crook. He caught it. In an- 
other corner, Ian McGregor simply stared 
at the ceiling.

If West Adelaide Hella felt the tension, 
the players were not yet showing it. 
Fifteen long strides down the pass- 
ageway, Adelaide City prepared itself for 
this piece de resistance. , . 
There was a lot of back-slapping, joking 
and small talk. The mood was relaxed. 
But 15 mintues before kick-off, the at- 
mosphere changed in the West rooms. It 


‘was prim. The men gathered for battle 


had no more cheer than the sterile decor. 

The realisation that defeat would end 
their championship dream had never been 
so acute. 

2.23 pm. It was time. Adelaide City then 
under the guideance of Les Scheinflug, 
wearing its alterative strip, strode onto 
the pitch first. West Adelaide followed 
moments later. 

There two sides had duelled in some 
magnificent epics; there was a feeling 
that this match, as important as it was, 
would be something special.

War starts 


In the opening five minutes, the teams 
collided without meeting. Both sides rest- 
rained thémselves; merely testing the 
other. There would be no early goals. 

But the ominous Signs were there. City 
quickly slipped into its smooth-flowing 
well-organised pame. West began ner- 
vously. Its passes went astray. _ 

The war was now on. Deans fought a 
grim battle with Jones and Kambas, Nys- 
kobus looked as incisive as he had all sea- 
son, 

It seemed like an hour had passed, yet 
only 15 minutes had gone 


After 20 minutes of exquisite tension, 
McGregor grabbed the first scoring 
chance — a sizzling 25-metre shot, nar- 
rowly wide of the right-hand post. 


West began to make deep incisions in 
City’s defence. Norris. rose superbly to 
head over the bar while Honeyman failed 
to apply the vital touch with goalkeeper 
Peter Marshall stranded. 


McGregor nearly punished him 
moments later after a moment of in- 
decision. 


Marshall leapt high for a chance but fum- 
bled it McGregor pounced on it in a flash 
but as he connected with his right foot, 
Marshall dived heroically, blocking the at- 
tempt 


Thirty exhilarating minutes had gone. 


But then the tension heightened again. 
Twice the game was stopped after players 
clashed. The first half ended —there were 
no goals. 


City, which had looked ominously dan- 
gerous in the last few minutes of the first 
haif, began to tighten its grip on the game. 
West's bench was quiet with concern. 


A goal seemed imminent. It came in the 
53rd minute. John Perin and John Besir 
stood over the ball 25 metres out to line-up 
a free kick. 
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Besir rolled the ball to Perin who took a 
short step and with one of his celebrated 
right-foot blasts powered it past Crook 
into the top left-hand corner. Adelaide 
City 1, West Adelaide 0. 


The next 20 minutes were the worst of 
the match for West. Dpression had set in. 
As McGachey would say later: ‘We felt 
sick." The players’ legs were moving like 
wheels with a piece chipped out of the rim 


West began the last 15 minutes with the 
conviction that if force had not prevailed, 
more force was the answer — consid- 
erably more force West was now a new 
team, Its morale was high. With 10 
minutes left its confidence was justified 





Vic Bozanic, who was moved from 
defence into a Striking role for the second 
half, rose brilliantly to beat Marshall toa 
high crossfield ball and headed powerfully 
to the far post. It looked a certain goal. 
But the ball bounced inches wide. It was 
an agonising moment for Bozanic and 
West Adelaide. 


Then John Nyskohus worked a clear run 
at West's goal which silenced the crowd. It 
had to be the second goal. Nyskohus shot 
from 15 metres and Crook swivelled his 
head to see the ball skip around the far 
post. 


Word came through that Sydney City 
had beaten Olympic 2-0. Concerned West 
officials knew needed a miracle. Bo- 
zanic provided it with three minutes left. 


Byle sent a high cross a metre inside the 
penalty area. Bozanic accelerated 
towards it. Marshall raced off his line to 
intercept. Bozanic got there first and with 
a deft flick lobbed it over Marshall's head 
and saw it bounce once and then over the 
line for an exhilirating goal. 


Team effort 


It left the crowd breathless for a mo- 
ment, then exultant 


The championship had come to Adelaide 
and all that was needed for the then Pre- 
sree Don Dunstan to triumphantly lift the 
shield. 


In the weeks that followed, critics tried 
to analyse the triump and find the reason 
why West succeeded. 


The truth is there was no single reason, 
just 14 or 15 of them. Eery player, at one 
time or another, came to Wesi’s rescue 
during that season. 


Norris, one of the most _criticised 
players in the club during that year, 
scored some magnificent and vital goals 
and in the end he deserved as much credit 
as say Kambas, Crook or Boyle, the crowd 
favorite, or goal hero Bozanic. 


And of course there was coach Jim 
Adam. The quiet Scot was apppointed two 
or three weeks after Margaritis returned 
to Melbourne. 


McGachey was in control in the interim 
and then handed the reins over to Adam. 


There were suggestions that McGachey 
was still calling the shots even after 
Adam’s appointment 


If he was, Adam never rocked the ship 
and that I suppose had as much to do with 
West’s success as anything else.

David Jack, the super-sub for the Seasi- 
ders, played only his second full game of the 
season and proved once again to be a deadly 
marksman, scoring two goals. to lift his side 


into the top four. 


With only three rounds re- 
maining, Manly now is fourth 
but hasplayed two games 
more than nearest rivals Suth- 
erland and Kuringai. 

On Sunday, both Sutherland

It would be fair if NSL chairman Sam Papa- 
savas admitted that the National League, 
which | fought against. for ten years before it 
was formed, has been a failure. 


It has been a failure mainly 
because expenses involved are 
too great, which is the main 
reason it has to be changed and 
split into two divisions — 
hardly a National League any- 
more, 

What it actually means is 

that we would have a league in 
Victoria consisting of eight 
clubs from Victoria and two 
clubs either from Canberra or 
Queensland and two clubs 
rom South Australia, and a 
league in New South Wales 
with probably two interstaste 
clubs. 

It escapes me how two clubs 
from Queensland or from 
Canberra and South Australia 
how possibly could compete 
with the eight clubs from Vic- 
toria. 

The Victerian clubs would 
travel only four times inter- 
state a year, while the twe 
clubs from either of the other 
three States would have to 
travel interstste ten times a 
season. 

Their expenses would hardly 
be reduced and would be much 
higher than for the Victorian 
clubs and they also would have 
the disadvantage of playing 
less games in their own State, 
hence also the disadvantage of 
playing ten games without sup- 
porters. 

I am convinced these clubs 
would not be able to continue 
doing so as they soon would 
find themselves at the bottom 
of the league and my forecast 
is that within two years we 
would be back to a league of 12 
Victorian clubs, as the situ- 
ation was in 1975 before the 
National League was formed. 

1 see the whole scheme as a 
face-saver for Sam Papasavas 
and for the people who have 
created the National League. 

{ am surprised how this 
scheme ever could be passed 
by the State League Manage- 
ment Committee and by the 
Victorian Board of Manage- 
ment. It certainly is not in the 
interest of soccer and the Stte 
League and only serves the 
present National League clubs 
and four clubs of the State Lea- 
gue. 

It is a scheme by which 
three or four clubs in Victoria 
will obtain the benefit of great- 
er attendances due to the 
Strong support clubs like Hel- 
las, Heidelberg and Makedonia 
have, while all other State 

League clubs will suffer as 
they will receive practically 
no publicity as the newspapers 
will concentrate on the newly- 
formed league. 

I also cannot see how the 
State League clubs which join 
this special league can survive 
financially, as the affiliation 
fees will take away the advan- 
tage which they may have re- 
ceived from playing the above- 
mentioned three clubs. 

I consider the attendance 
figures given in ‘‘Soccer Ac- 
tion” of 10th August, 1983, as a 
joke. I am of the opinion that if 
the six clubs which are men- 
tioned as candidates for the 
new league would open their 
books, the following attend- 
ance figures would prove to be 
more correct and even ex- 
cessive: 

Croatia: home 1000, away 
400; Juventus: 800, 250; Green 
Gully Ajax: 200, 100; North- 
cote; 200, 100; Polonia: 120, 
80; Fawkner: 100, 50 

These figures are based on 
couting heads at games and 
not by looking into a crystal 

ball. How the editor expects 
these figures to increase when 
in the new league the same 
clubs play each other, is a 
mystery to me. 

Attendances will certainly 
not increase because suddenly 
they play each other in a 
league under a new name. 

Possibly Juventus and 
Croatia, with reasonable fol- 
lowing, may survive finan- 
cially after paying the high af- 
fllitation fees. The others in 
my opinion will go bankrupt, 
as also they would finish in the 
lower haif of the new league. 

The sooner we start realis- 
ing that we have to create new 
supporters rather than reduce 
the number of clubs which 
benefit from soccer supporters 
still available, the sooner we 
will start again building up our 
gates. 

We can create new suppor- 
ters only by giving more atten- 
tion to junior soccer and in 
particular giving schools more 
assistance to play soccer and 
form a stronger school com- 
petition. 

It must be remembered tht 


people who follow a code have 
played this sport at one time in 
their life, therefore the more 
juniors who play soccer, the 
more people will follow soccer 
after they have given the game 
away. 

1 have for years claimed 
that we will never succeed in 
creating more supporters but 
will lose them if we continue 
with the 5-5} months season 
and ask supporters for 63-7 
months to do something else 
with their weekend. The break 
in soccer in other parts of the 
world is a maximum 3-3} 
months, which in my opinion is 
the best way of keeping sup- 
porters interested in the game. 

I see therefore the best solu- 
tion to solve the present mess 
is to ask or insist on the 
present National League clubs 
to rejoin the State League, 
which is more than we prom- 
ised them in 1975 and form im- 
mediately for season 1984 a 
State League of 18 clubs witn 
the season running from the 
third week in February until 
the first week in November, 
which would give us 38 week- 
ends to play 34 games. Also, in- 
crease immediately the 
number of clubs in each divi- 
sion and in junior soccer and 


. for once we can promote 


soccer on the same basis as it 
is done in other countries. 

There would be enough 
weekends left to play some 
Cup competitions and semi- 
finals and finals. 

Soccer in Australia will 
never succeed by making a 
small number of clubs strong- 
er and stronger at the expense 
of other clubs. 

My proposal is therefore 
based on giving every club in 
Victoria and as such in Aust- 
ralia an equal chance to create 
the largest number of suppor- 
ters and not favor the small 
number of clubs that strength- 
en themselves at the expense 
of all other clubs. 

The threat of a breakaway 
may have influenced the deci- 
sions taken, Call their bluff. 
Make it well known that 
players who would play for the 
breakaway club would break 
FIFA rules and would be sus- 
pended and blacklisted, would 
never represent Australia and 
would not be able to play for ny 
club other than the 24 which 
broke away.

A horse designed 
by a committee is a 
camel... 


This cynical old adage 
applies painfully well to our 
so-called World Cup sub-com- 
mittee which has been mud- 
dling and bungling for years 
now 

For some mysterious rea- 
sons, the ASF formed this 
committee largely from 
people who are heads of States 
or other organisations 

Who are on it? 

The head is Peter McCann, 
former president of NSW, now 
an independent and, together 
with ex-Olympic president 
John Constantine, the main 
contender to succeed Sir 
Arthur George as ASF boss. 

The members are Queens- 
land president Ian Brusasco; 
South Australian delegate Jim- 
Karapitis; ASF treasurer Tom 
Grimson; NSW president Karl 
Rodny, Victorian chairman 
Mike Weinstein; NSL 
chairman and vice chairman 
Sam Papasavas and Tony Lab- 
bozzetta, ASF secretary Brian 
Emery and ASF marketing 
director-cum-West Nally-rep- 
resentative Peter Sheean. 

Note the conspicious ab- 
sence of NSL manager Stefan 
Kamasz. 

I do not know much about 
Karapitis — so I have to 
exempt him from all future 
remarks concerming the com- 
mittee.

— and I regard them as keen 
soccer people, able adminis- 
trators, good fathers, devoted 
husbands and dedicated gar- 
deners 

But few are equipped to 
serve on a World Cup sub-com- 
mittee 

First — you have to be gen- 
uinely interested in the sub- 
ject. I know Papasavas, Lab-

“Gully’s record says it all. | 
cant understand all this talk 
about putting in clubs with 
bigger crowds. You've got to 
keep the standard of the NSL 
high. Even raise it if possible,“ 
said Macleod 

“You don’t automatically 
improve attendances by 
simply putting new Croatian, 
Maltese, Italian or Polish 
clubs in the NSL. People have 
to watch a good standard 
game. 

“And that’s why I'm dead 
against the ASF move to cut 
down on imports. Okay, I 
understand that this move is 
meant to try and promote 
young, local players but to be 
honest, I don’t see many of 
them coming through the 
ranks. 

“You have to do your home- 
work properly when you 
bring a player over here. If 
you're going to bring out some- 
one in his late 20’s then he’s 
got to be of First Division 
Standard in his own country. 
You need players who can con- 
tribute, guys like Joe Sweeney 
at Croydon and Gary McDo- 
well at Footscray and my 
brother Don at Heidelberg. I 
was involved in fixing these 
guys up to come over here 
from Scotland and they’ve 
shown that they they’ve got 
years of good football to offer 
this country. 

“My biggest ddisappoint- 
ment though is Peter Dickson. 
I recommended him to Albion 
Rovers here. There’s no doub- 
ting Peter's ability but, sad to 
say, he just hasn’t produced 
the goods."’ 

Macleod joined Green Gully 
Ajax in 1981 and was leading 
State League scorer that year. 
In his native Scotland he 
played with Albion Rovers, St. 
Mirren, Hamilton Academi- 
cals, Berwick Rangers, Pollok 
and Petershill. Hamilton 
Accies bought him from St. 
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bozzetta and Weinstein are — 
but I’m not sure of the others. 

Tony Labbozzetta, a former 
player himself, follows inter- 
national soccer at least as 
keenly as any soccer fan. He 
has that precious commodity 
— knowledge — which has 
been accumulated through nu- 
merouS overseas trips to 
watch and absorb soccer at 
international level 

This is the type of know- 
ledge that is a prerequisite to 
shape our World Cup plans — 
and this is the commodity in 
woefully short supply on the 
committee 

Brian Emery and Peter 
Sheean have to be included, 
almost automatically (why not 
Kamasz, then? — but I am not 
convinced of the qualifications 
of some of the others 

What does it matter — I 
hear you say — who is on this 
committee? We'll never win 
the World Cup anyway. 

Too true. But we could be 
planning better our inter- 
national commitments — and 
planning them further ahead 
— than we are now 

The  soon-to-be-aborted 
international tournament 
scheduled for November is a 
glaring example of our mud- 
dling. 

For some six or seven 
months we hear about this 
event — for which even the 
NSL semi-finals were dropped 
— only to find out that it’s 
likely to be called off. 

What will take its place? 
Possibly a ‘‘tour’* by Uruguay 
— and we know how risky 
these end-of-season tours are 


Mirren in 1974 for $24,000, well 
remembering the five goals he 
scored for Saints against 
Accies in a Scottish League 
Cup tie, a record which still 
stands. At Pollok, Macleod 
scored 54 goals in his first sea- 
son, a club record. 

Macleod continued his scor- 
ing exploits with Ajax last 
year but his inability to come 
to terms with the club over the 
Signing of a new contract for 
this year saw him set to switch 
to Croydon.

“Arnold Langer, the Ajax 
treasurer, wouldn’t budge 
when we were talking terms 
late last year. Neither would I. 
I'm not scared of him the way 
some players are at Ajax. —. 
He told me that if another club 
offered me more than the 
terms. he offered he’s gladly 
match their offer. Well, I treb- 
led the money he offered me 
when I joined J.U.S.T. and 
later Croydon this year and 
I'm still waiting on Arnold 
Langer to send me a cheque 
matching their terms. 

“Don’t get me wrong. 
There’s no ill feeling between 
Arnold and me. Not now.”* 

Macleod played for J.U.S.T. 
earlier this. season against op- 
ponents of the calibre of 
Sydney City Hakoah, Sydney 
Olympic, Marconi, South Mel- 
bourne Hellas and Preston 
Makedonia, so he’s seen at 
first hand, what's required to 
make the jump from State 
League to the NSL. 

“There's not a great jump in 
Standard between these com- 
petitions however the fitness 
and skill srequirements of the 
NSL are greater. Looking at 
some of the Victorian State 
League clubs which have ap- 
plied to get into the NSL, I'd 
have to say that they all would 
need to sign new players for 
next season. 

“Gully needs a back-up for 
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especially if the visitors don't 
deliver the goods in the first 
match, just like England last 
May. 

Then we will play in the 
Merlion tournament in Sing- 
apore which, this time around, 
also will include Saudi Arabia, 
New Zealand and the USA. 

This hardly will satisfy West 
Nally whose main interest is in 
internationals in Australia, not 
overseas 

It’s very difficult not to 
sympathise with national 
coach Les Scheinflug whose 
job is to prepare Australia for 
the 1985 World Cup elimination 
matches — with such shoddy 
planning done above his head. 

If he succeeds — the World 
Cup sub-committee con- 
gratulates itself. If we fail, 
Scheinflug follows Shoulder 
and Gutendorf tnto oblivion. 

Other, better-organised 
nations — those unreliable for- 
eigners — plan their World 
Cup campaign three years 
ahead. 

Ask the German Association 
in Frankfurt what it will be 
doing in October 1984 or March 
1985 — and it even tells you the 
name of the hotel where the 
team will stay, the distance to 
the training ground and the 
menu for lunch on the second 
day after arrival. 

Ask our World Cup sub-com- 
mittee what we'll be doing this 
coming November — and you 
get vague looks and a few 
shrugged shoulders 

I think it’s time to reorga- 
nise this committee, keeping 
those few with an intimate 
knowledge of overseas soccer 
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’ push for the NSL. They weren't stop-gap signings. 
They all can be good NSL performers,” 
Cooper. 

“At most we'd only need another defender and a 
midfielder to go into the NSL with a very strong 
squad."’

Three years ago Ajax 
won its first premiership 
and Juventus officially 
was relegated.

Malta on the way up 


Malta must rank 
with the least classy 
soccer nations in the 
world but there can 
be few more pass- 
ionate followers of 
the game than the 
Maltese. 


But whereas Mediterranean 
giants like Italy, Spain, France 
and Greece can boast of a 
healthy — if not glorious — 
Tradition, Malta, unfortunate- 
ly, has never been able to 
erase its image of a ‘soccer 
minnow’. 

The smallness of the island 
and its dry climate which 
makes grassy pitches hard to 
maintain, account for tne 
delay in the game’s devel- 
opment in the soccer-mad 
country. 

The Maltese fell in love with 
the game upon the arrival of 
the first British troops in the 
last century. 

As more and more Maltese 
became ‘hooked’ on the game, 
the first clubs were formed 
and subsequent clashes be- 
tween local teams and British 
service sides drew thousands 
of fans, 

With the advent of TV in the 
fifties, Maltese fans were able 
to watch all the top soccer 
events from abroad. 

Indeed, the magical skills of 
the Peles, 
Didis did much to excite the 
Meltese followers in 1958. 

In the early sixites Malta 
became a member of both 
FIFA and UEFA thus obtain- 
ing the right to take part in the 
World Cup and the European
